the Commercial club at the Algonquin 
clubhouse at 12.30, followed by breakfast 
at 1 o'clock. The train, bearing tiie presi- 
dent and his party back to Washington 
was scheduled to leave Boston at 5 o'clocK 
this afternoon, 


The only callers received by the Presi- 


dent this morning, previous to his de^ 
parture for the Grand 'Army encamp- 
ment, were Colonel and Mrs. Charles A. 
etott of Lowell. 


The distinguished visitors from Wash- 


ington started from the Hotel Touraine 
for Tremont temple, iin wtfich the Grand 
Army encampment is beingnf Id, at 10.30, 
under escort of the First battalion of 
cavalry. Major William A. Perrins, com- 
manding. 
The distance from 'the hotel 


is not great, and w as soon covered by the 
procession. On their arrival at_Tremorit 
Temple, the president and his associates 
•\\ere admitted to the ball and escorted 
to the platform. 


President McKlnlc-y addressed the en- 


campment, speaking in a low tone of 
voice, and with much feeling, he said:

Army — I count myself most fortunate to 
find, upon my visit to the city of Boston, 
my comrades of the Grand Army it) 
session in the same city, thus giving me 
an opportunity once again to look into 
your friendly faces and exchange fra- 
ternal greetings of comradeship with 
each and every one of you. 


You fought in a holy cause, which, 


under the providence of God. triumphed. 
You fought in a cause that made this 
the freest and best and the greatest gov- 
ernment beneath the sun. As I heard 
your cheers this morning, I felt that you 
still" had the old spirit of '61. You not 
only, my comrades, were good soldiers, 
maintaining In thev battle's front the 
honor and integrity of the flag we loved 
so much, but since the war, and in your 
relation as citizens to the government, 
you have ever been loyal and faithful, 
preserving in peace the government 
which you secured in war. The sad fea- 
ture about all these reunions is that our 
numbers are diminishing.

TRUE TEST OF THE DAM. 


D«r«lopem*ut of ih« Motherly

With tb<- l>ro'«l cow and ibc dairv 


cow it i> not always po-sii»lf to deu-r 
mint* the value from one bu'i'diujf. A 
<-<rw *iari)s. vvnh her hr>t c-alf. and if j 
given Mich m-aiuieut an js calculated ] 
bc-fet to develop uvr milking <iualiik-s i 
will grow better eacrb tune -.he comes 
iu fresh until she is 0 years old. Then ' 
she is usually at her be>t. If it were 
the rule to discard a cow becaut*' *he 
did m>t give as much milk with her 
first calf a^ another with her third 
or fourth, there would be few cow* 
tbat would bring a second c-alf. 


It h» mi exceptional case when a sow 


bred for the nrst time, even though 
»be Is allowed to become well matured 
before being bred, and is given treat- 
ment that host enables her to go 
through gestation in a thrifty condi- 
tion, will bring a first utter as good 
either in numbers or m quality as 
her second or third. 


Occasionally the first breeding will 


be the best, and occasionally the fir»t 
breeding will conclusively prove tbat 
a daui,should not be kept any longer; 
but this is tbe exception rather than 
the rule. 
Iu nearly all eases the safest autl 


best plan it to feed and care for every 
dam in a way best calculated to de- 
velop the motber qualities, and if her 
breeding turns out fairly vv^U, giv« 
her a second trial. 


With a dairy cow the value of the 


calf is a secondary consideration. It 
\e the quantity and quality of tU« milk 
she is capable of producing for ten 
or eleven months iu a year that de- 
termine her value. 


Milk giving is a function that re- 


quires development and feed; care will 
do much in this line. A good dairy 
animal will give a considerable in- 
crease In quantity after she brings hen 
second calf; and by this time it may be 
determined whether or not it is best to 
keep her for the dairy. If she makes 
but little increase in quality and quant- 
ity under good treatment the sooner 
she is fattened and marketed the 
better. 
A young sow that is bred for the 


first time and farrows four or flve 
thrifty, vigorous pffes. is able to snpply" 
them "with milk enough to maintain a 
thrifty growth and gives them good 
motherly care will, with good treat- 
ment, develop into a valuable brood 
sow. 
It is not altogether the nunilw of 


pigs that a &QVV fanovvs tli.it determine 
her value, but liei motherly qualifies 
and the number and character of the 
pigs she succeeds in raising until ready 
to wean. 


A sow that does fairly wel) with 


her first litter, especially if she shows 
herself to be a good mother, can nearly 
always be given a second trial, and, 
is she improves perceptibly, may usuaJ-5 
ly be kept as long as she farrows and 
raises good litters.
